Resolved that whereas it is expedi¬ 
ent to raise by way of loan the sum of 
thirty-thousand dollars required to 
meet the current expenditure of the 
Rural Municipality of Manitou Lake 
No. 442:

ful for the Reeve and Treasurer of 
the Municipality and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow 
from the Merchants Bank of Canada, 
at the office of the said bank in the 
village of Chauvin, Alberta, the sum 
of thirty-thousand dollars for the 
purpose aforesaid. 

2nd: That the said reeve and trea¬ 
surer are hereby authorized and em¬ 
powered on behalf of the municipality 
to sign and execute, as representing 
such advance, under the Corporate 
Seal of the rural municipality of Ma¬ 
nitou Lake, No. 442 and deliver to the 
manager of the Merchant’s Bank of 
Canada, at Chauvin, Alberta, the pro¬ 
missory note, or notes of the said mu¬ 
nicipality payable at the office of the 
said Bank in Chauvin, on the 31st day 
"f December 1921, with interest there¬ 
on af~the rate of seven (7) per cent 
per annum, and also to execute in a 
like manner renewals thereof, on the 
whole or on part, until such advance 
are fully repaid.

BY-LAW NO 48 

A By-law of the Rural Municipality 
of Manitoiu Lake No. 442 to license, 
regulate and govern persons having 
billiaird, pool or bagatelle tables or 
bowling alleys. 

The Council of the Rural Municipal¬ 
ity enacts las follows. 

1. That no person or persons shall 
in the said municipality for hire or 
gain directly or indirectly keep of 
have in his or her possession on his, 
or her or their premises any billiard, 
pool or bagatelle table or bowling 
alley in a house or place of public en¬ 
tertainment without having first ob¬ 
tained a license and paid the necess¬ 
ary fee thereof. 

2. Any person desiring a license for 
any billiard, pool or bagatelle table 
or bawling alley shall maze written 
application to thte Municipal Council 
for same, and said application shall 
state the name of the. applicant his 
address, the proposed location of the 
premises to be used, the number of 
tables license is required for, and 
shall be accompanied by fee for li¬ 
cense which shall be as follow’s: Ten 
(10) dollars for the first (1st) table, 
and five (5) dollars for each addi¬ 
tional table. Ten (10) dollars for 
the first (1st) bowling alley and five 
(5) dollars for each additional alley. 
The Council may if satisfied that the 
premises are suitable and the appli¬ 
cant a fit and proper person to re¬ 
ceive a license for such purpo-se, order 
such license to issue subject to . the 
following conditions which shall be 
embodied in the license itselj:: 


(1) That no one under the ag'e of 
16 (sixteen) years shall loiter about 
the premises. 

(2) That the premises shall he clos¬ 
ed at and no playing allowed after 
eleven-fifteen (11.15) p.m. on Satur¬ 
day nights and twelve (12) p.m. en 
other nights. 

(3) That no betting or gambling of 
any kind or nature be allowed on the 
premises where such licensed tables 
or bowling alleys are situated. 

(4) That the said Council on being 
satisfied of the breach of any of the 
said conditions may cancell said li¬ 
cense and the licensee shall not be 
entitled to any refund for the unex¬ 
pired term of said license. 

3. That all licenses granted under 
the provisions of this By-Law shall 
be for the year current at the time rtf 
issueing thereof and shall expire on 
the thirty-first (31st) day of Decem¬ 
ber next succeeding the date of the 
same. 

4. That any person found guilty of 
a breech of any of the provisions of 
this by-law shall upon conviction be¬ 
fore a justice of the peace or other 


officer having jurisdiction, be liable to 
the penalties imposed by the by-law 
providing for the enforcement of the 
by-laws of the Rural Municipality of 
Manitou .Lake No-. 442. 

Read a first time in Council assem¬

GET WILD LANDS LISTED 


Leader of National Progressive Party Endorses Principle 
of Legislation Requested by the Western Canada 
Colonization Association and its multitude of sup¬ 
porters throughout Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta I 


Ron. T. A. Creraar’s statement 
reads; “The proposal of the West¬ 
ern Canada Colonization Association 
that an inventory of unoccupied land 
be taken under Government auspices 
in the prairie provinces, and that the 
owners of such la ncl should be ob- 
iged to fix a price at which they 
would sell to incoming settlers is, I 
think, an excellent one. The fact 
that the price so fixed wiould be made 
the value for assessment of the spe¬ 
cial Wild Lands Tax would keep the 
owner of the . land down to a price 
that wa's reasonable .and fair, Land 
sueculation. «and for thata matter 
speculation in other natural resources, 
has been oe of the worst evils this 
coutry has suffered from. 


It is generally agreed that Canada 
heeds more people but an immigration 
policy can only have permanent suc¬ 
cess if the people who are already liv¬ 
ing here are relieved of the artificial 
handicaps under which they have la¬ 
bored in the past, of which these spec— 
ulatipns in land is one. The more 
people that come into the country the 
higher the land speculator raises the 
price. In thte best interests there¬ 
fore of the people of Canada the pro¬ 
posal that land held out of use should 
be made available for those wboi want 
to use it is sound and deserves the 
support of all good Canadian citizens. 
This step is in line with what the or¬ 
ganized farmers of Western Canada 
have advocated for many years..”

This 
matter was left over. 

Sharf brought up the matter of 
a bad water hole on the road between 
17 and 18 T 47 R 3. 

Clr. Reynolds moved that Mr. Tay¬ 
lor he offered the sum of $15.00 as 
compensation for a right of way round 
the slough through Section 18 for a 
i period of twe years. Carried. 

Clr. McKenzie brought up the ques¬ 
tion of the . water on grade west of 
18-47-1. Clr. Sharf moved that the 
Reeve and Clr. McKenzie investigate 
the possibility of draining the water 
off the grade on west side section 
18-47-1. Carried. 

Clr. McKenzie moved that secretary 
write the chief of staff of the C.P.R. 
asking when the lands iof the C.P.R. 
Co. situated in Merton M.D. in T 45 
46 and 47 R 1, 2 and 3 are liable fqr 
Taxes; and the signatures of the 
Reeve and all the Councillors be at¬ 
tached to the letter. Carried. 

Clr. McKenzie moved that in view 
of the fact that the Wild Lands Tax- 
goes to the Government; that this. 
Council make requisition through our 
representative Mr. J. Lowery for 
$200.00 to help defray the expenses 
of Weed Inspection; as noxious weeds 
are largely found on land subject to 
Wild Lands Tax; and that this re¬ 
quest be signd by the Reeve and all 
the Councillors. The motion was 
lost, Clrs. McKenzie and Sharf vot¬ 
ing- in favor. 

In this connectioin it was pointed | 
out bl Clr. Sharf that -all expenses j 


In connection with inspection and de¬ 
stroying- weeds were chargeable 
against the land so inspected. 

Clr. Eggen moved that the atten¬ 
tion of the Dept of Public Works he 
drawn to the state of the two 1 bridges 
across the river (the Chauvin and Ed- 
gerton bridges) and to ask that im¬ 
mediate assistance be especially re¬ 
quested. Mr. Eggan pointed out that 
these bridges were in a dangerous 
condition owing to the planking and 
some icf the piles being cut out by 
the -ice jam. 

Clr. McKenzie inquired as to the 
findings of the committee appointed 
to look over the road at Woods Cross¬ 
ing. The findings of the committee 
were that a 7 per cent grade could be 
made by keeping to the road allow¬ 
ance on east side of the Coulee; and 
a slight diversion would be necessary 
on the east side. 

The Reeve gave his report of his 
trip to Edgerton to Interview the bank 
with regard 1 to establishing credits for 
road work. The reeve stated that no 
money was forthcoming for road work 
yet; as the bank had not yet heard 
from head office. 

Clr McKenzie moved report be ac¬ 
cepted. Carried.

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AN ELECTION SEEMS TO BE 

POSSIBILITY THIS AUTUMN 


A Provincial election in the near 
future is looming up as a posibility. 
make an early appeal to the coun¬ 
try are now persistent, and the likeli¬ 
hood of anoither contest is being 
somewhat freely discussed in political 
circles. Late June is mentioned as a 
possible date for such an election, 
while another rumour has it that it 
will be held in the autumn, with per¬ 
haps a referendum on the prohibition 
question in the meantime. 

No verification of the farecast can 
yet be secured, but the belief that an 
election is on the way notwithstand¬ 
ing the government's silence on the 
question, still persists. Some of the 
members of the legislature are credit¬ 
ed with certain hints and implications 
that a contest was in sight for the 
early summer, and one of the minist¬ 
ers, name not given, is said to have 
inadvertently suggested an impend¬ 


ing election in June. 

The rumour will not run down to 
earth, but it seems to be a case of a 
good deal of smoke, with a fire some¬ 
where in thte background that is re¬ 
sponsible for it. 

It is understood that Premier 
Stewart has disapproved of ian elec¬ 
tion this year and ^has repeatedly ad¬ 
vised against it, but. some of the 
other ministers ax-e equally strong in 
their desire to have it. 

That a number of the members, in¬ 
cluding some of the ministers, are 
already planning early Rummer pro¬ 
grams in their constituencies is now 
common knowledge, and while these 
visits will be ostensibly in the nature 
of follow-up work in connection with 
local road grants, improvements, and 
such like, there is a suspicion that 
they will he preparatory also to the 
election to come later. 

The referendum theory is based on 
the belief that the government in¬ 
tends to take advantage of the new 
legislation giving it the right to refer 
the liquor question to the people 
again, and that the verdict ion that 
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question will govern the policy on 
fought in" the autumn. 

If, on the other hand, a June date is 
chosen fori the election, It will be 
taken as a verification of the premier’s 
known opposition to mixing the pro¬ 
will be regax-ded simply as a sharp 
move on the part of the government to 
seek the people’s endorsaton before 
the farmers' party, in particular, can 
organize effectively for the fi’ay. 

The government has another year 
of life, ahead of it and need not, in 
point, of legal procedure go to the 
polls again until after the 1922 legis¬ 
lature. One of the i-easons why it 
should nio.t do so, of which a good 
deal has been made, is the fact that 
redistribution is on the program and 
would be desirable before another 
election is held. This will nio.t be pos¬ 
sible now until the next legislature 
meets. , 

It is pointed out, however, that a 
partial redistribution has already been 
made, the recent legislature having 
decided that Edmonton and Calgai-y 
shall in future each have five mem¬ 
bers and Medicine Hat two menxbex'S. 
W.ith these changes, it is thought 
the rest of the province could quite 
conveniently contest another elec¬ 
tion on the present basis. 

Whether the eardier or the later 
date will be chosen, or whether there 
shall be an election at all or not, will 
be settled within the next week or 
so, if it has not already been settled. 
Such, at any rate, is believed in near 
political circle*. 


FAVOR EXPERIMENTAL PLAN 
FOR MARKETING WHEAT CROP 


A voluntary scheme of wheat mar¬ 
keting, operated by a specially created 
organization directly responsible to 
its fai-mer-patrons, provided sufficient 
demand fo voluntary pooling exists 
and providing the government is de¬ 
sirous of acceding’ toi that demand, is 
the recommendation contained in the 
report on wheat .marketing prepara¬ 
tions by the Canadian Wheat Board 


at the,, request of the Saskatchewan

government. 




The report suggests that a volun- 
tai’y pool should be conducted on an 
experimental scale, I'ather than an at¬ 
tempt made to embark on a ffull- 
fledged scheme. 

In the first place it is believed that 
the most pei-fect form of a centralized 
wheat marketing agency, at the pres¬ 
ent can be created only under control 
of a national organization, and sec¬ 
ondly, that in considering any foi-m 
of wheat marketing pool , involving 
less than complete national control, 
one based upon Voluntary co-opera¬ 
tive effort on the part of the producer, 
is preferable to one bound by the 
provisions of a legal conti-act. 

Dealing with the principle of any 
form of pool the commission emphas¬ 
ized that success of failure depended 
on the degree of support given by the 
producers. While federal control 
thi-ough such an agency as the Canada 
Wheat Board pi'ovided distinct ad¬ 
vantages to the produce it was worth 
or a non-minimum contract pool suc¬ 
cessfully ’..perated with a compara¬ 
tively limited patronage might be 
mentioning that ia. voluntary ;pool 
able to exercise sufficient regulative 
influence over trade practices to re¬ 
duce to a minimum any disadvantages 
which the present system may have 
developed. 

Objections were voiced in the re¬ 
port to a contract pool in view of 
the conditions which might arise 
“under which either party to the con¬ 
tract would find the provisions oner¬ 
ous to say the least. "This, in turn 
would bring into play psychological 
influences which might easily be suf¬ 
ficient to precipitate the failure of 
the scheme. In other words a bind¬ 
ing contract for several years during 
a transition period, and ^applying to 
marketing, appears to be one of the 
least desii’ahle steps to be taken with 
a view to improving marketing con¬ 
ditions. 

There is nothing that a producer 
would be required to do that he can¬ 
not dici of his own free will. It is 
much more 'io producers’ interests 
that they should realize this fact than 
that they shoxjd sign a contract onl^ 


to learn it was a barrier to their real 
aims. 

Dealing with the possibility of op¬ 
erating a voluntary pool on an exper¬ 
imental scale, the commission says: 

"The general principle of a volun¬ 
tary pool involves centralized selling, 
initia^l advances, and equal distribu¬ 
tion of proceeds of sales according to 
grade. The plan of operation would 
be a voluntary pool, where the pro¬ 
ducer may deliver to the pooling or¬ 
ganization without a contract the 
whole or any portion of his wheat, 
but -where there are no optional mar¬ 
keting channels at the disposal of the 
patron within the pooling organisa¬ 
tion all the wheat would be pooled 
The pooling organization would have 
complete control of the wheat after 
receipt of documents—such as bills of 
lading or storage tickets representing 
the wheat. Arrangements would be 
carload lots by means iof storage 
tickets, or for carload lots by consign¬ 
ment. This would apply to wheat’ 
handled by any licensee elevator, and 
might also include oats shipped lover 
the platform. 

■On receipt of hills of lading cover¬ 
ing consignments, or of storage tickets 
covering less than carlats, a uniform 
advance would be made, basis One 
Northern in store Fort William. Un¬ 
der this system the Canadian Grain 
Act as at present would render all 
country elevators and terminal facil¬ 
ities available toi farmers at every 
shipping’ point, whether a country ele¬ 
vator w'as located there or not. 

“With regard to financing ia: pooling 
arrangement should he air attractive 
proposition to banks. In view of the 
fact that the initial advance would be 
only a conservative percentage of the 
value of the wheat pooled, it might 
reasonably he expected that the banks 
would favorably consider financing 
scheme on its own merits, this being 
in effect what they generally do now 
through the advances given their 
clients, the grain companies,. If, 
however, satisfactory arrangements 
could not be made with the banks 
the government might assist by guar¬ 
anteeing- the necessary credits to make 
the scheme operative at all times. 
Periods would likely occur when, in 
the lopinion of the management of the 


pool, it would be advisable to with¬ 
hold supplies from the market. At 
such times credit would he curtailed, 
and assistance from the government 
would, in that event obviate the nec¬ 
essity of making forced sales at prices 
which might be regarded by the man¬ 
agement as unduly low, in such cir¬ 
cumstances, the government no doubt 
could assist by arranging for an ex¬ 
tension of credit. Once delivery of 
the wheat at the terminals commenc 
ed, a certain percentage of the wheat, 
of course, would be converted into 
cash from, time to time, and to that 
extent necessity for credit would he 
relieved. 

"The legislature 9 f Saskatchewan 
could assist in the matter of legisla¬ 
tion by passing such measures as 
would enable either organization be¬ 
fore described to be created. It would 
also be essential that such organiza¬ 
tion should have the power, if and 
when necessary to purchase and sell 
wheat other than that pooled. This 
should not become a general ^practice, 
but occasions would occur when the 
the management of the pool might 
over-estimate the quantity of any par¬ 
ticular grade which they, had con- 
tx-acted for delivery within a specified 
period. In oi'der to comply with the 
tei-ms of such a contract, therefore, it 
would probably find itself compelled 
to go into the iopen market and pur¬ 
chase the balance required to complete 
the same.

THE INCOME TAX 


■Most of us have no very great ob¬ 
jection to paying for the part we took 
in winning the great war. It was 
worth a heap of money to defeat the 
plan of the Kaiser to grind us all un¬ 
der his heel. Of course we all had the 
impression we would make the scoun- 
drle and his country, at least pay the 
financial expenses of his war. But 
it turns out that there is not enough 
money in the whole world to pay the 
war. debts and that if we—as we cer¬ 
tainly should—make Germany pay to 
the utmost limit of its power, we shall 
still, have to meet the greater part of 
what the war cost us. 

It is simply disgusting, now, to have 
thes prodigious railway debts heaped 
on to us, atop of the war debts. IJow 
pull down the transportation charges? 
In the Old Country the poorer people 
have to pay in nearly a third of their 
little incomes in taxes and it is sup¬ 
posed that we will have to face some 
pretty steep payments ourselves. Un¬ 


less that is, we discover some, means 
of developing our resources and in¬ 
creasing our population much more 
rapidly than has been the case in the 
immediate past. 


A PREVENT1TIVE 


One hears a great aeat to-day lof 
the necessity of additional production 
but too little of the necessity of the 
prevention of waste. The fire loss 
of the Dominion in 1920 was approxi¬ 
mately $27,4000,000 equal to about 
$3.42 per capita, on ia 8,000,000 popu¬ 
lation ior $17.10 per family 

The loss of life and the injuries 
sustained largely through carelessness 
are beyond calculation, while our per 
capita fire waste in this country is 
about six times that of Europe. Are 
we to 1 allow this condition to exist, 
when young and old, rich 'and poor, 
strong and weak, can each take an 
active part in assisting to protect the 
lives and resources of our people. 

Wiould not then “Clean up week” 
reveal the occasion for a general get- 
together by removing existing hazards 
from, and around our homes. This 


can be so imluch more easily done dur¬ 
ing the spring time cleaning. 

The attic, cellar, closets, yards and 
outbuildings should be thoroughly 
cleaned, and the useless material, and 
rubbish removed, or destroyed. Store 
the remaining articles neatly away. 

Oily waste or rags used in polish¬ 
ing furniture should never be left 
around the house, as they are liable 
to cause a fire from spontaneous com¬ 
bustion within one hour. 

)No matter if in home or store the 
furnace room should b e the acme ‘Of 
cleanliness. Great care should be 
exercised in cleaning the chimneys 
and stovepipes, which will have ac¬ 
cumulated quantities of soot during 
the winter months. 

There is absolutely no reason for 
a backyard full ipf broken boxes, pack¬ 
ing material, bottles, paper and man¬ 
ure. Piles of old ashes near the house 
A barn ful of accumulated old rubbish 
you will never use. 

Do not allow your premises to 1 re¬ 
main unsightly, and dangerous. 

Each citizen of Canada is respon¬ 
sible in part for the high insurance 
rates existing, but can help reduce 
the cost of insurance by preventing 
fires. 


A SHREWD FARMER’S PLAN 


For many years a well-to-do farmer 
has made it a rult to sow each year 
the kind of produce that brought a 
low price the year before. When 
barley was cheap he sowed barley, 
and the same with other cereals, while 
grain that was a high price, he sowed 
sparingly. He said the tendency lof 
farmers was to sow high priced seed 
and overstock the market, when the 
prices would corue rown. Think about 
it, and see if something doesn’t come 
to your mind to justiry the conduct 
of the successful old farmer of year, 
and in consequence the acreage will 
likely be reduced and there may be a 
shortage with fair or high prices.

time nor the energy to get out and around among his read¬ 
ers . This fact is a tremendous handicap. 

Theitrue object of a local paper is to give expres¬ 
sion of the thoughts of its readers; to deal with local mat¬ 
ters of importance/and to be a powerful instrument in 
the formulating of a Strong public opinion on matters of 
public welfare; be those matters either of local or national 
importance. The local paper should be a bulwark for the 
common folks. It should be the expression of rural ideals. 
It should be able to supplement the ideas eminating from 
our educational centres, and the ready-made city views, 
by the strong virile thoughts of the rural dweller. 

As the cities have always received invigoration by 
he constant incoming of vigorous rural citizens to carry 
on its varied functions, so also should fresh vigorous rural 
thought and sentiment vitalize our national ideals and 
politics. 

That being so, may we point out that it is very ne¬ 
cessary that the local paper receive support, not merely 
by advertising and subscriptions, but that moral and in¬ 
tellectual support which too often is withheld without 
an}^ thought of doing se. 

It is not an easy thing for the rural newspaper 
worker to continue year in and year out, ever working 
long hours, amid the whirl of machinery, watching the 
clock recording quickly passing hours, and striving with 
his small equipment to produce a paper of high stand¬ 
ard to maintain that mental vigor and optimistic outlook 
requisite for his work. How can the weary mind grasp 
intelligently or sanely the truth of a matter. How can he 
put into proper words the news and thoughts you pass on 
to him in the raw form. Yet too often, year in and year 
out he strives to do so, frequently getting into a rut as a 
result. The true newspaper man likes his paper to live 
in the affection of his readers. He likes to feel that his 
paper is looked for each week. He wants to feel that the 
people are helped by reading his paper. He is prepared to 
give of his best that this object may be obtained. 

Possibly our readers may think that we are talk¬ 
ing a little too personally. We only ask them to remember 
that as this may be called our seventh birthday, we in¬ 
dulge in this confessional. During the past seven years 
we have done those things which we ought not to have 
done, and w.e have left undone those things which we 
ought to have done—but, ever, ommissions or eommissjp«t> 
considered, we have earnestly strived to give you a better 
and still better paper each wek. 

As to the future who can speak. We will endea¬ 
vor to carry on, we are by no means out of the woods of 
financial difficulties, but will continue to blaze the trail 
in the hopes of getting through. 

So we pass, the seven years are behind us, what the 
future may bring we know not. 

The railroad officials have granted a concession 
to Ohauvin and Edgeiton in recognition of the unfavor¬ 
able situation caused by the change in the schedule of 
trains. This concession is gladly accepted, and already 
a change for the better is to be traced. The railway suf¬ 
fered a diminution of income from points east of Wain- 
wright to the Alberta boundary during the short time 
reduced service was in operation. At the time of going to 
press we are by no means sure that the present concession 
will be long continued, but should be it discontinued the 
railway must look for another diminution in their revenue 
and the rest of us may look for a reduction of our income. 

Railway officials kno wthoroughly well that the 
greater the opportunity for and facility of travel, the 
larger will be the volume of traffic. They know that 
when they add expense and discomfort to the experience 
of travellers that they will divert traffic from their road. 

A railroad official who has enthusiasm for his work 
may be forgiven for taking a pride in his “crack train” 
as the motorist delights in his high-powered and speedy

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Prairie Premiers 

Conference Called 


Uniform legislation to deal with 
unoccupied Land Problem and 
conditions of Settlers now 
on land to be subject 
discussed 


General McRae says one old settler 
worth several new ones 


Premier T. G. Norris of Manitoba 
has been requested to call a confer¬ 
ence of the three prairie province 
Premiers to discuss and agre upon a 
plan for dealing with the unoccupied 
;land problem in Western Canada. 

' It is generally agreed by the busi¬ 
ness and farming interests of the 
country that uniform provincial legis¬ 
lation is necessary to effectively assist 
the various colonization agencies in 
settling the idle lands close to rail¬ 
ways ad now held out of productioo. 

A tii-m listing of unoccupied lands 
at fixed prices for a reasonable period 
wag the main propjosal contained in 
a memorial to the Western Govern- 
meif’ts by General A. D. McRae, a 
few days ago. His suggestion for en¬ 
abling legislation has met with uni¬ 
versal support in each of the three 
prairie provinces. The view is strong¬ 
ly held that the creation of a land 
Board under the Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture in each Province, which would 
take listings of the unoccupied lands' 
in Western Canada and thus provide 
a medium through which all colon¬ 
ization agencies , could operate, would 


be of incalculable value in assisting 
settlement of the vacant areas in 
Western Canada. The enabling leg¬ 
islation thus proposed i General 
McRae’s memorial has consequently 
met with almost universal support in 
each of the prairie .proyinces. 

It is proposed that the conference 
will not only consider the needs of 
the incoming settler but as well the 
conditions surrounding agriculturists 
mow on the land. The opinion has 
been expressed by general McRae 
that one old settler is worth several 
new ones, and the problem of those 
now in the country should be fully 
considered at the forthcoming ■ pre¬ 
miers’ conference. Speaking in the 
Manitoba Legislature a few days ago 
Attorney General T. H. Johnson said 
that the Manitoba Government was 
greatly impressed with the useful re¬ 
sults that are likely to attend the 
conference in question.
